A PRIMARY school student felt 
so concerned about the problem 
of homelessness that he wrote to 
the Prime Minister.

response to

A PRIMARY school student from 
Essex wrote to the Prime Minister at 
Downing Street concerned over home¬ 
lessness. 

The 10-year-old felt so strongly 
about the issue that he sent a letter to 
No.lO, not entirely sure whether a 
response would be sent back. 

Ebrahim, who attends Jerounds 
Primary School in Harlow, saw a 
homeless person on the streets and felt 
bad after he didn’t have any money to 
give to him. 

He said: “My dad and I were shop¬ 
ping and I saw this homeless man on 
the streets I didn’t have any money to 
give him and felt really sorry for him. 
I wanted to make sure something was 
being done for them to stop being on 
the streets.” 

He penned the letter before Christ¬ 
mas and to his surprise, he received a 
response from the famous political 
door in January. 

Government 

Ebrahim said: “I felt the govern¬ 
ment could do more about homeless¬ 
ness whereas, if I sent it to the council 
I wasn’t sure if something would be 
done or not. 

“I felt I was going to get a response. I 
was really elated someone listened to 
me and something was being done for 
the people on the streets.” 

Ebrahim spoke about the need to 
look after those who are homeless to 
the PM, comparing adults to children 
whose only differences are ages. 

Ebrahim, who is in the last year of 
junior school, said: “I was happy they 
said they were going to help, and how 
they are going to help and everything, 
for people being on the streets and 
people less fortunate. I just feel 
relieved they are going to help. Every¬ 
one deserves to have a good home. 

Part of the response from the gov¬ 
ernment said: “Dear Ebrahim, I am 
pleased to hear that you have taken an 
interest in such an important issue 
and the Government’s work on hous¬ 
ing. It is good to hear you were so 
inspired by the talk about the Houses

A MAN who bottled two people during 
a brawl outside a Harlow bar and left 
one with “part of his arm hanging off” 
has been jailed. 

Jordan Ogoazi, 20, was sentenced at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Wednes¬ 
day (March 28) for the leading role he 
played in the group attack in the early 
hours of the morning outside Twenty 
One Bar on Post Office Walk. 

At around 3.26am, CCTV footage 
showed Ogoazi stuffing a glass bottle 
down the front of his trousers and an 
hour later, he confronted a male from 
another group, Jordan Ambrose, who 
would later turn out to be one of his 
victims. 

Shard 

Ogoazi was then seen picking up a 
broken shard of glass which was 
thrown to the ground by his friend 
Wael Rzaigui, who was sentenced on 
March 16 for the part he played in the 
attack. 

The defendant then smashed a 
bottle over Jordan Ambrose’s head 
from behind, leaving him unconscious 
on the ground. 

After seeing this, Cameron Ellison - 
a friend of Mr Ambrose - tried to come 
to his friend’s rescue before he was 
punched to the ground. 

Ogoazi then threw a broken shard of 
glass which had been smashed by 
Rzaigui at Mr Ellison, leaving him 
with a ‘horrific’ injury on his arm. 

The defendant reportedly pulled up 
his hood before the attack. 

Police officers were called to reports 
of the fight by the ambulance service 
at around Sam. 

Ogoazi, who lives at Long Ley in the 
town, had previously been warned by 
another judge in 2017 not to put him¬ 
self in the position of having an offens¬ 
ive weapon after he was found in 


JUDGE PETERS’ VIEW 


Judge Peters, passing sentence, 
said: “This is serious public disorder 
deserving of nothing short of 
immediate custody. 

“You have pleaded guilty to 
various charges as you have gone 
along - credit will be given to guilty 
pleas. 

“You have also apologised for 
your conduct in court and I fully 
accept your apology. 


“You have a great deal of 
potential. 

“You have real ability and 
character that others have seen. 

“Your boxing club speaks highly 
of you - but the discipline you learn 
there is expected to carry on in 
normal life as well. 

“I am grateful for your letter - it 
shows that you understand the way 
things should be 


possession of a baseball bat. 

He was also on bail at the time of 
this offence for being concerned in the 
supply of cannabis. 

Cameron Ellison, who was due to 
start university in a matter of days, 
was taken to hospital and treated for 
his injury which left ‘part of his arm 
hanging off’. 

Mark Halsey, prosecuting at the sen¬ 
tencing hearing, read extracts from 
Mr Ellison’s victim impact statement 
in court. 

He said: “i was attacked by a large 
group after a night out. i suffered a 
serious stab wound to my arm. 

“it was a few days before i was 
starting university, it has affected my 
ability to party and 
enjoy my course. 

“i was really 
excited but the 
incident has 
ruined my 
first few 
months at 
uni. i have 
not been able 
to bring 



myself to go out. Every evening i shut 
myself in my room. 

“Seeing people in hoods reminds me 
of the attackers.” 

Mr Halsey also told the court that 
the victim was still suffering with the 
physical effects of the injury. 

He added: “Underneath the tissue is 
really sensitive - it hurts when i have 
to write essays. 

“My physio said it could likely last 
forever. 

“The effects of the attack, physically, 
mentally and socially will live with me 
forever.” 

But Michael Edmonds, mitigating 
for Ogoazi, claimed that the defendant 
was not ‘hell-bent on violence’. 

He also said that Ellison, despite 
being the victim in the attack, was 
arrested by police for affray and 
admitted in interview to throwing 
four or five punches. 

Mr Edmonds said: “CCTV footage 
show an incident which did not start 
with Ellison but i suggest he was not a 
shrinking violet by any means. 

“He was arrested for affray and in 
interview he talks about beating 
people up. 

“He thought that Mr Ambrose had 
been killed - what he was doing 
. cannot be described as self- 
defence. 

“it is not attractive for 


injury in brawl 


“You are spoken of very highly in 
prison. 

“There is clearly good in you. 

“But it is a great shame that you 
allowed violence to be the 
predominant force on that night. 

“It is said that you are not a 
violent thug. 

“But the problem is that this was a 
violent act under the influence of 
alcohol.” 

Cgoazi to be throwing a bottle but this 
is not the same as a stab. 

“The repeated references to being 
stabbed Ellison uses throughout - 
there is a degree of malice inferred 
with stabbing someone with force to 
cause injury. 

“Cf course Ellison ends up with an 
injury which is serious but he was not 
stabbed.” 

Mr Edmonds also presented the 
court with a letter from Cgoazi’s box¬ 
ing coach. 

Cgoazi appeared in handcuffs 
before Judge Emma Peters because of 
an incident at a previous hearing 
where someone passed a box of 
tobacco to the dock. 

Two other men, Thokozani Shiri 
and Wael Rzaigui, were spared prison 
and handed community orders at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Friday, 
March 16 after admitting their part in 
the fight and pleading guilty to 
affray. 

Shiri, 20, of Torkilsden Way, squir¬ 
ted liquid, now claimed to be Ciroc 
vodka and fruit juice, into one of the 
defenceless victim’s faces, causing 
him to hold his hands up to his face 
and scream, “My eyes are burning”. 

Rzaigui, 20, of Pasronage Leys, 
could be seen waving a glass bottle 
before smashing it on the ground in 
CCTV footage played to the court.

Concern over mobility shop’s 
closure after rat infestation

A DISABLED woman has 
slammed her council for “refus¬ 
ing to help” a mobility shop in 
Harlow which has forced to close 
due to an infestation of rats. 

Janet Sharpe, 76, of Long Ley, is 
concerned that the disabled com¬ 
munity in Harlow will “suffer” 
after Shopmobility, in Post Office 
Road, is set to be closed for three 
to four weeks. 

The pensioner claims that Har¬ 
low Council was “dismissive” and 
“did not want to help” with the 
large rodent infestation. 

Janet explained: “I discovered 
Shopmobility was closed when I 
tried phoning them on Monday, 
March 12, to book a scooter, but 
there was no answer. I thought 
someone else must be trying to 
phone them. 

Shutters 

“So I decided to chance it and go 
down to the shop to try and get a 
scooter. 

“When I got there, it was closed, 
the shutters were up and I could 
see someone through the door. 

“I knocked and he shook his 
head so I knocked again and he 
opened the door and said that the 
store was closed due to a rat 
infestation. He was dressed in 
protective clothing with a mask 
on. 

“He said the shop would be 
closed for a few weeks. 

“I found out that the rats had 
chewed through the telephone 
line and that is why the phone 
kept ringing and why you couldn’t 
leave a voicemail.” 

After discovering the shop was 
completely shut, Janet phoned 
Harlow Council to try and help 
resolve the issue. 

She continued: “I phoned Har¬ 
low council and the response I got 
was that it’s a charity and they 
couldn’t help. 

“They were very dismissive. 
They just said ‘it is nothing to do 


with us’ and that they couldn’t 
help me. 

“It was as if they were saying go 
away and don’t bother us. 

“I think that the council have a 
further responsibility and a duty 
of care for disabled people and I 
think they have known about it 
for months. 

“The council are essentially the 


landlords of the shop but they said 
that it’s the shop itself which is 
responsible for the upkeep of the 
property. 

“For a rat infestation as bad as 
this, I would expect the landlords 
to get involved but they are not in 
the least bit interested.” 

Now Janet is concerned that 
the closure of the store will mean 


those who are dependent on its 
services will suffer. 

“I would say I am severely dis¬ 
abled. I walk in my home with a 
walking frame, I am dependent on 
my scooter to get from A to B, I am 
dependent on Shopmobility,” 
Janet continued. 

“I am one of these people who 
can’t walk about very well, but at 


least I can use my gob. 

“It is not just me, there are quite 
a few people in Harlow that I know 
use Shopmobility quite fre¬ 
quently. There are going to be so 
many people affected by this. 

“The council need to get 
involved in this. They have a duty 
of care.” 

A spokesman for Harlow Coun¬ 


cil said: “We are currently car¬ 
rying out works and supporting 
Shopmobility to resolve the ongo¬ 
ing issue of rats getting into the 
building. 

“While these works take place 
we are also working with them to 
find suitable temporary accom¬ 
modation for the service to oper¬ 
ate from.” 


Bus fire hits Stansted Airport flights 


FIRE CREWS were called after a 
bus caught fire outside the ter¬ 
minal building at Stansted Air- 
port.y 

Dozens of flights due to leave 
Stansted Airport on Good Friday 
were cancelled due to the fire 
outside the terminal building at 
4.21pm. 

Four fire crews from Stansted, 
Thaxted, and Great Dunmow, 
spent 40 minutes battling the 
blaze which left the shuttle bus 
completely destroyed. 

Videos posted on social media 
showed a large fire and smoke 
outside the entrance to the ter¬ 
minal. 

Large parts of the terminal 
were evacuated as a huge cloud of 
smoke rose from the fire, causing 
passengers to go through security 
once again. 

There was more misery for pas¬ 
sengers at the airport when it 
announced at 8pm that all flights 
on March 30 were cancelled as a 
result of the fire. 

Stansted Airport tweeted: “All

departing flights have now been 
cancelled and passengers are 
politely asked to leave the air¬ 
port. 

“We apologise for the incon¬ 
venience and advise you to re¬ 
book your flight with the air¬ 
line.” 

Essex Fire and Rescue Service 
announced that they believed that 
the fire was a result of an acci¬ 
dent. 


Pictures of the aftermath of the 
fire showed that the bus had been 
totally destroyed, with firefight¬ 
ers examining the burnt out 
remains. 

A spokeswoman for the Essex 
Fire and Rescue Service said: 
“Firefighters attending an incid¬ 
ent at Stansted Airport this after¬ 
noon. 

“Crews reported on arrival that 
a bus, positioned outside the ter¬ 
minal entrance, was well alight. 

“Due to the volume of smoke, 
the terminal was partially evac¬ 
uated while firefighters extin¬ 
guished the fire. 

“The fire was extinguished 
completely by 5.02pm. The bus 
has been completely destroyed, 
while much of the front of the 
terminal building has suffered 
smoke damage. 

“We believe the fire was caused 
accidentally.” 

Train services to Stansted Air¬ 
port were also affected, with 
trains cancelled or terminated 
before they reached the airport.

A SECOND World War Prison of War 
(PoW) camp near Harlow could be set 
for demolition and be replaced by 
million pound houses. 

The historic site in Hatfield Heath 
was the location of a landmark Boxing 
Day football match between local vil¬ 
lagers and former PoWs in 1945 
shortly after the war ended. 

But an application has now been 
put in to tear down the camp, which 
housed hundreds of Austrian, Ger¬ 
man and Italian prisoners during the 
Second World War. 

If planning permission is granted 
the Hatfield Heath PoW camp would 
be demolished and replaced by “25 
mansions”. 

Campaign 

While the buildings have become 
dilapidated in the years following the 
war, they do contain some beautiful 
pieces of artwork painted by the pris¬ 
oners during their stay in the 1940s. 

And villagers are up in arms about 
the application, demanding that some 
of the buildings must be preserved for 
future generations. 

They have even set up a Facebook 
group called History not Houses to 
help fight the plans. 

Campaigner Jim Bradley said: “The 
camp should not be demolished under 
any circumstances. 

“The camp has been a part of the 
village history since being built in 
1941, it is of great local historical 
importance and part of Britain’s her¬ 
itage. 

“To knock it down for the sake of 
some 25 mansions is an unbearable 
notion. 

“There are many reasons it 
shouldn’t be knocked down but among 


them are the fact it is green belt and 
also the village lacks the infrastruc¬ 
ture for an additional 25 large family 
households.” 

The application to tear down the 
Hatfield Heath PoW camp has been 
submitted to Uttlesford District Coun¬ 
cil. 

Jim added: “The camp is in a poor 
condition because it has been left to 
decay over the years, however it is not 
beyond restoration. 

“1 believe that it would be a great 
asset to the village if the camp were to 


become a small museum, it would 
provide local employment and rev¬ 
enue for local businesses.” 

Assessed 

A spokesman for Uttlesford Council 
said: “As with all planning applic¬ 
ations, this will be assessed by officers 
in line with national planning guid¬ 
ance, but any supporting or opposing 
correspondence will be considered as 
part of the application review. 

“The site is not protected by inclu¬ 
sion in the statutory list of buildings 


of historic interest and no consent is 
needed for its demolition. 

“We note that the site has been 
nominated for addition to the list of 
Assets of Community Value by the 
parish council, potentially giving 
them a window of opportunity to pur¬ 
chase the land.” 

The former PoWs took on villagers 
from Hatfield Heath in the Boxing Day 
match in 1945, which was watched by 
700 people. 

The prisoners ran out 11-0 winners 
in the landmark festive fixture.

ESSEX Police are set to create 150 
new posts in a bid to fight and 
prevent crime in communities 
across the county over the next 
year. 

Plans have been announced 
to hire new police officers 
which will be paid for from 
the increase in the force’s 
share of council tax. 

In January, it was revealed 
that Essex Police would bene¬ 
fit from a £7.5 million boost to 
pay for more frontline officers, 
with three-quarters of the 
cash raised being 
invested in local 
policing. 

The 

increase fol¬ 


lows a survey, posed by Essex 
Police, Fire and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Roger Hirst in November. 

He asked residents to have their 
say on council tax payments 
which would go to police by tak¬ 
ing part in the Policing in 
Essex Precept Survey 
last November. 

About 65 per cent 
of participants said 
they would be pre¬ 
pared to see their

munities across Essex tell me 
they are hugely grateful for what 
my officers and staff do, but 
people want to see more of us 
more often in their communities.

“Now we can put more cops in 
communities and give hardwork¬ 
ing officers dealing with traumat¬ 
ic incidents more support and 
resilience.”

five years he has had to take 
officers from local policing teams 
so they can work on complex 
crimes. 

While he accepted that was not 
an “easy decision” he believes it 
was the “right one” necessary to 
protect the public. 

“1 know 150 officers in Essex 
cannot be the end of the story, 
though,” he added. 

“We still face big challenges 
and we still have victims of crime 
who want more of our time than 
we are able to give. 

“We’ll still have to prioritise 
our time and make really difficult 
decisions about the incidents we 
deal with.” 


to fund more police officers. 

The funding equates to about 
an additional £12 a year on the 
average bill. 

On Wednesday of last week 
(March 28), Essex Police con¬ 
firmed the officers will be 
recruited and trained this year 
and will be out on the front line in 
communities right across Essex 
from January 2019, working 
mainly in local teams. 

A total of 53 officers will join 
Local Policy Teams who work on 
the front line on patrol, respond¬ 
ing to emergency and priority 
calls. 

Community Policing Teams 
will get an extra 50 officers to 
increase visibility, prevent crime 
and work on the front line with 
partners to tackle crime and com¬ 
munity problems such as anti¬ 


social behaviour. 

There will also be 21 more 
detectives to investigate domestic 
abuse and help vulnerable people 
to safety, while 25 officers will go 
to the Operational Support Group 
(OSG). 

The OSG is the uniformed team 
which supports local officers to 
prevent crime, tackle offenders 
and carry out visible patrols as 
well as using specialist tactics. 

The force’s ability to tackle the 
rise in online crime will also be 
bolstered by adding an extra spe¬ 
cialist officer to the Cyber Crime 
Unit. 

Essex Chief Constable Stephen

■ 1. Do your research 

Nigel said: “You have to have an 
idea about what you want. 

“There can be hundreds of 
sellers and they all sell a vast 
array of stuff.” 

Knowing exactly what buys 
you are after can save you time 
and, more importantly, money. 

■ 2. Know the worth of items 

If you can tell just by looking at 
something that it’s not worth 
your money then avoid it.

LARGE potholes on a number of 
major roads in Essex are causing 
problems for drivers, made worst 
by the winter weather. 

Now, footage showing the 
extent of the problem at one of 
the busiest junctions on the 
county’s motorways has sur¬ 
faced online. 

Twitter user, @SMac93964174 
or S Mac, filmed a section of road 
from the passenger seat. 

The road is littered with large 
potholes around junction 8 of the 
Mil heading north, often busy 
with holiday-makers heading to 
Stansted. 

And the number of potholes 
that have become a problem over 
this year’s exceptionally cold 
winter is “growing“, according 
to drivers. 

Sending his video to Highways 
England and Essex Police, S Mac 
on Twitter, said: “Please do 
something about the growing 
number of potholes on Mil 
south, junction 9-7, and north¬ 
bound 7-9.” 

Aware 

The Highways England twitter 
account, to whom S Mac sent the 
video to on March 16, said it has 
passed the video onto the team 
involved. 

Highways England has con¬ 
firmed that it is aware of these 
potholes, and they are down to be 
fixed as soon as possible. 

It says that on average, each 
pothole repair costs around 
£ 100 . 

A spokesman for Highways 
England said: “We have a com¬ 
prehensive maintenance and 
renewals programme across all 
of our major roads and motor¬ 
ways which helps to minimise 
the risks of potholes occurring. 

“When potholes do occur we 
repair them as soon as possible - 

FACT FILE; How do potholes form? 

■ Potholes are created when 
ground water expands and 
contracts, weakening the 
ground under the road 
surface that eventually breaks 
down due to the weight of 
vehicles driving on the road. 

■ The creation of them is 
particularly prevalent in winter 
as water under the ground 
freezes causing it to expand 
and erode the soil under the 
road, it then contracts when it 
thaws, creating weak points 
and gaps under the road 
surface. 

■ Vehicles heading over the 
weakened part of the ground 
cause the road itself to 
weaken, causing the surface 
of the road to be broken down 
from the weight, creating the 
pothole. 

■ The more times the water 
under the road surface 
freezes and thaws the more 
damage can be done to the

ground under the road. 

■ According to the office of 
the Summit County Engineer 
in Ohio, USA the problem is 
worsened when salt is used to 
treat icy conditions. 

■ On their website they said: 


“When salt is used, it lowers 
the temperature that water 
will freeze. This creates an 
artificial freeze-thaw cycle 
that permits more 
occurrences of the damaging 
cycle to occur.”

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Mind the gap: how do male and 
female salaries differ in Essex? 


New figures from across the county show there is a large disparity in gender pay

THE gender pay gap is a hot topic 
that will have featured in con¬ 
versations and households in 
Brentwood and across the county, 
as well as in parliamentary 
speeches. 

The discussion over women’s 
earnings is particularly prevalent 
with International Women’s Day 
last month, which focused on cel¬ 
ebrating the social, cultural, eco¬ 
nomical and political 
achievements of women. 

A study by the TUC published 
earlier this month revealed that 
women in the country effectively 
worked for free for the first two 
months of this year because of the 
difference in wages. 

Researchers discovered that 
the 18 per cent pay gap for employ¬ 
ees who work both full-time and 
part-time, translates to women 
only beginning to get paid from 
the start of this month. 

This pay gap is compared with 
the average male employee, 
according to The Mirror Online. 

The gender pay gap concerns 
the average hourly pay of men and 
women as a proportion of men’s 
average earnings. This means a 
four per cent gender pay gap 
denotes that women earn four per 
cent less than men on average, 
and a negative four per cent 
means that men earn four per 
cent less than women on aver¬ 
age. 

Earnings 

In the UK, data shows that out 
of 430 local authorities there were 
only seven where the average full¬ 
time earnings for women in those 
areas was higher compared to 
men. 

In the 423 remaining local 
authorities, men had a higher full¬ 
time wage than women. 

The gender pay gap for full-time 
employees is at 9.1 per cent, where 
on average, men earn nine per 
cent more than women. 

This is the lowest it has been 
over the past twenty decades 
since the survey began in 1997, 
where the pay gap was as high as 
17.4 per cent. 

Although the pay gap has 
changed very little in recent years 
and stood at 9.4 per cent in last 
year’s figures (2016). 

For part-time employees there 
is a different pattern where 
women are paid more per hour 
than men on average. 

This pay difference is closer to 
equal, at negative 5.1 per cent in 
April 2017. 

Men’s earnings for part-time 
increased more than women’s and 
reduced the amount from neg¬ 
ative 6.1 per cent in the previous 
year (2016). 

The differences in the pay gap 
show that in jobs that involve 
working a higher number of 
hours, the gender pay gap is in 
favour of men, whereas jobs 
where hours worked per week is 
between ten and 30, more women 
work in these job roles and the pay 
gap favours them. 

Frances O’Grady the TUC’s 
general secretary, said: “Nearly 50 
years since the Ford machinists 
went on strike at Dagenham, the 
UK still has one of the worst 
gender pay gaps in Europe. 

“Women effectively work for

■ Basildon 

In Basildon, a woman would 
earn four thousand pounds more 
if she was a man, from £20,000 


to £24,000. The average salary 
for women stands at £26,248 
and £32,921 for men. 

■ Castlepoint 

For residents in Castlepoint, 
men’s wages are £35,766 on 
average against £26,445 for 
women. 

Also, a man typically earns 
seven thousand pounds more 
than a woman on £20,000 at 
£27,040. 

■ Chelmsford 

If a woman lived in Chelmsford 
and earned £20,000 a year, the 
male comparison would be 
earning £21,612. 

The average salary for men in 


this area is £35,442 which is 
several thousand higher than 
women, which is at £28,693. 

Chelmsford has the lowest 
gender pay gap difference of 
Essex at £1,612. 

■ Harlow 

In Harlow, a woman who was 
earning £20,000 would be on 
£25,100 as a man. 

Furthermore, based on the 
statistics, men earn £30,550 on 
average compared to £24,341 
for women. 

■ Maldon 

Whereas in Maldon, the gender 
pay gap difference stands at 
£5,000, with men earning 


time frame because they will typ¬ 
ically earn less throughout their 
careers. 

Its report showed that female 
social workers, teachers and 
nurses are expected to have 
between £29,000 and £49,000 of the 
debt remaining after 30 years of 
payments. 

In regards to pension savings, 
men on average accumulate five 


£33,523 on average and women 
£27,082. 

Also, a woman with a salary of 
£20,000 would have that 
increased to £24,760 if she was 
a man. 

■ Southend-on-Sea 

Residents in Southend-on-Sea 
also have a difference of several 
thousands of pounds. 

Women typically earn £26,231 
against men who earn £33,768. 

Additionally, a woman who 
was earning £20,000 would be 
paid £25,740 as the opposite 
gender. 

■ Tendring 

In Tendring, a women’s wage at 


£20,000 would be much higher, 
standing at £29,160. 

A man’s typical salary for this 
area is £30,711 and a woman’s 
is £21,063. 

■ Thurrock 

Lastly, for Thurrock women on 
£20,000 they would earn 
£25,720 as a man. Women’s 
average salary is £25,733 and 
men’s is £33,086. 

Looking at these figures the 
highest gender pay gap 
difference for Essex stands in 
Tendring where the pay 
difference was £9,160, and the 
lowest difference was 
Chelmsford at £1,612. 


free for two months a year. 

“Companies publishing 

information on their gender pay 
gaps is a small step in the right 
direction but it’s nowhere near 
enough. 

“Women in the UK will only 
start to get paid properly when we 
have better paid part-time and 
flexible jobs, and higher wages in 
key sectors like social care.” 


The gender pay gap isn’t likely 
to close until 2050, and this can 
impact on women going to uni¬ 
versity, as well as the level of debt 
and savings that they have. 

Chartered Institute Insurance 
has said that although student 
debt has doubled for everyone 
between the years 2011 and 2017, 
women are less likely to repay 
these debts within the 30-year 


times more than women by the 
age of 16, saving £179,091 com¬ 
pared to women only having 
£35,700. 

Companies released their 
gender pay gap figures earlier this 
month, as part of new regulations 
set out by the Government, and 
many more will do so leading up 
to the cut-off in April. 

Employers will have to publish 


their mean and median pay gap 
figures, the proportion of men and 
women in each level of the organ¬ 
isation and gender pay gaps for 
any bonuses paid during the 
year. 

Companies with 250 or more 
employees will have to release the 
information, and for the UK as a 
whole, the gap has reduced in the 
last ten years.

NHS surgery to be closed by 
a private company, and it 
won’t be the last. The 
Practice Group (formerly The 
Practice pic), the company 
responsible for the closure of 
Osier House, has also closed 
NHS surgeries in Woking, 
Leicester, Nottingham, and 
the London Borough of 
Camden, because it could 
not make enough money out 
of them. 

The privatisation of 
National Health Service 
provision results in the 
delivery of healthcare being 
subordinated to the making 
of profit. 

The companies that are 
taking over an increasing 
number of National Health 
Service functions do not 
create wealth. The profits 
that they make do not come 
from actually producing 
anything. They are vampires

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Children learn 
by example 

I AM writing in response to 
Pastor Eric Agyemang letter 
on March 29.1 was really 
interested in his terminology 
of training children. 

I work in schools with 
children with behavioural 
and emotional issues, and I 
see first hand the difficulties 
Teachers have in educating 
our children. But I am also 
aware of the struggles some 


children have in being 
allowed to express feelings, 
which often get acted out in 
what we adults see as bad 
behaviour. Time and again 
many children are not 
understood, adults who 
criticise do not take the time 
to ask what is the root of bad 
behaviour, what is this child 
trying to express about his/ 
hers fears, anxieties, worries 
As parents we need to 
guide, set firm boundaries, 
but just as important we 


need to show love, 
compassion. We often hear 
those that say children have 
no respect, but if adults do 
not respect a child how can 
they learn to respect us. 

Children learn from 
example. No child should 
learn to behave through fear, 
it creates anger insecurity, 
feelings of being unloved, it 
gives children a low opinion 
of themselves, low self 
esteem, feel worthless, all of 
this creates bad behaviour.

If a child needs to be 
punished at school, and is 
dealt with fairly, i do not 
agree a parent should instil 
their punishment. 

There are many ways to 
discipline children, I agree 
with helping out at home it 


teaches them to be 
responsible, but to make a 
child where a bib is most 
definitely humiliating. 

As said Teachers have a 
difficult job to do, but I also 
feel many need some lessons 
on psychology.

What a load 
of rubbish: 
we're at 
tipping point 

THE BIG QUESTION: 

How much of a 
problem is fly-tipping 
in our region? 

And what needs 
to be done?

GOVERNMENT figures show 
the incidents and cost of fly 
tipping is rising nationally 
and is a big problem in our 
region. 

Recent sites on the St Clare 
Hospice lOK run route and 
along the A414 to 
Hertfordshire have been 
used by rogue traders and 


inconsiderate individuals to 
offload their rubbish. 

They are motivated to do 
so to avoid paying for legal 
disposal but waste crime 
costs the economy millions 
of pounds a year to clean up; 
money which instead could 
be going into services like 
adult social care, housing, or 
recycling collection. 

A range of different tactics 
can be used to discourage 
fly-tipping but the front line 
will require residents to 
notice and report incidents 
and for council staff and 
local police to coordinate 
their efforts. 

Some local authorities 
have begun to name and 
shame offenders, residents 
have invested in CCTV to 
protect their local spaces, 
and the #CrimeNotToCare 
campaign last year displayed 
a tonne of collected rubbish 
in public parks to raise 
awareness of the problem. 

Councils have been given 


the power to issue on the 
spot fines for people caught 
fly-tipping and will try and 
trace waste back to its owner 
to seek convictions. 

This can mean that local 
residents or businesses find 
themselves in trouble if they 
have trusted their waste to a 
rogue trader. 

In order to prevent this 
ensure the business has a 
correct waste disposal 
licence and exchange a 
waste transfer note. 

I want residents to be fully 
aware of the services 
available to them. 

Local charity ECCO will 
collect and repurpose 
furniture and household 
items and the council will 
collect and recycle electrical 
appliances free of charge. 

Other bulky items can be 
collected by the Heavy 
Squad from £16 and the The 
Harlow Recycling Centre is 
open throughout the week 
for our use.

ELY tipping in parts of Essex 
and Hertfordshire is an 
increasing physical and 
financial problem for 
councils to deal with. In 
Harlow, because of the size 
of the town and the lack of 
open space where dumping 
can take place, it has not 
been so much of a problem. 

In order to tackle this issue 
one has to look at the causes. 


there is a difference between 
individuals dumping and 
those that are doing it as a 
result of carrying out a 
business, although the 
outcome is the same. 

Why individuals dump 
rubbish are basically 
threefold. Eirstly they do not 
have a vehicle and cannot 
afford to pay the council to 
take rubbish away. Council 
collection services should be 
free for all. It must be 
cheaper to collect rubbish in 
an orderly way from a home 
rather than from ditches and 
hedgerows for example. 
Secondly, frequent users of 
the council tip are advised 
that they cannot use the tip 
so often, this practice should 
stop, otherwise someone 
with a loaded up car will be 
tempted to simply dump it 
elsewhere. Thirdly, longer 
opening hours at the council 
tip would give more time for 
people to use the service and 
reduce queues. 


People running a 
legitimate rubbish collection 
service can easily obtain a 
licence to do so. The Council 
should be far more proactive 
in promoting these 
businessess. The problem is 
many collection services do 
not run proper businessess, 
being paid cash in hand and 
having no insurance for 
example. The law should be 
changed to provide stiffer 
penalties to include the 
seizure of vehicles. Lines 
should be used to provide 
more CCTV, at dumping 
hotspots. Offenders should 
be sent on education 
seminars and any licensed 
operator found to be 
dumping rubbish should 
have their licence revoked. 

In conclusion rubbish and 
waste will always need to be 
removed. Councils need to 
be more imaginative in the 
way they deal with it and 
offenders should be liable to 
harsher penalties.

HE prospect of going to see a 
Pantomime outside of the usual 
Christmas period fills me with 
an air of trepidation; so 
ingrained it is within my DNA, 
forged in the fires of childhood.

A QUIET PLACE (15) ★★★★★ 


SILENCE is golden - and imperative for survival 
- in John Krasinski’s nerve-shredding horror 
thriller about a family battling against sightless 
otherworldly creatures, which hunt by sound. 

A single sneeze or cough could be fatal, and 
the lean, propulsive script co-written by Bryan 
Woods, Scott Beck and Krasinski takes sadistic 
delight in prickling our discomfort until we’re 
ready to scream on the characters’ behalf. 

In the opening hour, A Quiet Place is a 
masterclass in old-fashioned scares and 
suspense including a horrific scene with a nail 
protruding from a wooden basement staircase, 
which begs to be glimpsed through trembling 
fingers. 

The gasp-inducing pay-off is telegraphed in 
advance and Krasinski confidently tightens the 
screw with slickly engineered set pieces, which 
punctuate the heart-rending human drama. 

In the absence of dialogue, the film relies on 
beautifully calibrated gestures to convey 
emotion. 

Krasinski’s real-life wife Emily Blunt delivers a 
powerhouse performance as a mother hen, who 
is dedicated to preparing her children for a 
bleak future without her guiding influence. 

She gels magnificently with expressive young 
co-stars Millicent Simmonds and Noah Jupe, 
who milk every tear and shudder of anguish 
from their characters’ nightmarish predicament. 

Eighty-nine days after first contact with the 
monsters, resourceful father Lee Abbott 
(Krasinski), his wife Evelyn (Blunt), deaf 
daughter Regan (Simmonds), eldest son Marcus 
(Jupe) and four-year-old Beau (Cade 
Woodward) have adapted to the omnipresent 
threat. 

The family communicates via sign language 
and silently scours for provisions in abandoned 
stores, treading carefully on paths of sand to 
dampen the gentle thud of bare feet. 

Alas, the electronic beeps from a battery- 
powered space shuttle toy prove little Beau’s 
downfall. 

More than a year later, the Abbotts regroup in 
grief under the eaves of an old farmhouse. 

Evelyn is heavily pregnant and a newborn 
baby’s cries could draw the hunters to their 
provision-stocked hiding place unless they can 
sound-proof the basement. 

Time is of the essence and Lee actively 
involves Regan and Marcus in preparing escape 
routes and diversion tactics. 

Despite these best laid plans, Evelyn fears her 
brood will lose the deadly game of hide and 
seek. 

A Quiet Place bides its time, relishing nervous 
calms before the storm of sickening violence 
that consumes the final act. 

Tense sequences in a grain silo and a water¬ 
logged nursery draw favourable comparisons 
with the Jurassic Park and Alien franchises. 

The script’s logic frays in places but it’s 
impossible not to be held in a vice-like grip by 
the family’s white-knuckle ordeal. 

Don’t speak, don’t breathe, and pray. Silently.

GHOST STORIES (15)

O riginality and horror 
rarely go hand in 
hand. The huge box 
office success of last 
year’s remake of IT 
showed that familiarity is a 
potent factor in how many 
horror films work. 

Knowing what’s going to 
happen next doesn’t seem to 
lessen the dread, it merely 
serves to heighten the 
anticipation. 

Jeremy Dyson and Andy 
Nyman’s horror anthology 
plays like a greatest hits of 
familiar scary tales and horror 
tropes. It’s adapted from 
Dyson’s hit West End play of 
the same name and you can 
imagine it being an edge-of- 
the-seat theatre experience. It 
riffs on horror routines we’ve 
all seen before but does so 
with a brio and conviction that 
has you jumping and gasping 
in all the right places. 

Nyman plays Professor 
Phillip Goodman who, in the 
film’s opening scenes, we see 
confronting a stage psychic 
who’s faking his powers to 
prey on the vulnerable. 
Goodman has made his name 
(and money) by debunking 
and deriding peddlers of the 
supernatural, inspired himself 
by a 1970s TV sceptic who 
mysteriously disappeared years 


before. Now famous for his 
own investigations, he’s 
perplexed when he’s invited to 
meet this disappeared expert 
and travels to a run-down 
caravan park to see what he 
has to say. Living in squalor, 
the old man says his and 
Goodman’s careers are 
worthless because the 
supernatural does exist and 
hands over three of his 
unsolved cases for Goodman 
to investigate, convinced 
Goodman’s scepticism will be 
undone by them. 

So Goodman embarks on a 
three-pronged investigation, 
starting with a visit to a 
distressed night watchman 
played by Paul Whitehouse 
who regales a tale of an 


unquiet spirit who visited him 
in the derelict building he was 
patrolling; next up, Alex 
Lawther is a young man on the 
edge of psychosis after a 
terrifying encounter in the 
woods; finally, Martin 
Ereeman’s smug ex-City 
worker tells him about the 
poltergeist that invaded his 
house while his wife was giving 
birth. 

Each story plays around with 
our expectations and pretty 
much delivers on them. There 
are requisite shocks rather 
than any real surprises, but it’s 
effective enough as we see 
Goodman’s motto “the brain 
sees what it wants to” come 
back to haunt him as his belief 
in his own scepticism is 


gradually eroded and the story 
arc comes back to him and his 
own fears and anxieties. 

Whitehouse and Lawther are 
terrific as haunted characters, 
one downtrodden and beaten, 
the other manic and on the 
verge of mania; both are very 
convincing. Martin Ereeman’s 
arrogant twerp garners rather 
less sympathy, but I guess 
that’s the point. However, it 
did make me want to see more 
of Whitehouse and Lawther’s 
cases than Ereeman’s - It was 
hard to care what happened to 
him. 

Ghost Stories is a lot of fun 
and very British. It’s anthology 
approach recalls Creepshow, 
Tales Of Terror and especially 
the old Hammer House Of 
Horror TV series from the early 
80s. It has all the jump scares 
necessary to have leave your 
nerves jangling, if not 
shredded - even if you can see 
them coming a mile or two off. 

Dyson and Nyman build up 
plenty of atmosphere and 
spike it with some nice black 
humour to remind us how 
absurd it all really is. There’s 
nothing groundbreaking here 
and none of the lingering 
feeling of disquiet that classic 
horrors leave you with. But if 
you like your horror familiar 
and homespun rather than 
slick and glossy, then you’ll 
enjoy Ghost Stories.

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Niamh Cusack talks to MARION McMULLEN about superstition, Shakespeare and cinema 


There are lots of stories about 
the curse of Macbeth. Are you 
superstitious? 

TM a little bit superstitious, but 1 am 
trying to ignore it and Greg Doran 
(the Royal Shakespeare Company's 
artistic director) said Macbeth about 
five times when he came to welcome 
us all to the company. 

He said he didn't believe in the 
old superstitions. 

We've had a couple of things go 
wrong - someone fell off the stage in 
a fight scene during one preview. It's 
quite dark on stage so it hasn't been 
without incident, but (laughs) all of 
us are still alive. 

Is Lady Macbeth a part you 
have wanted to play? 

1 SAW my sister Sinead doing Lady 
M in Stratford-upon-Avon with 
Jonathan Pryce as Macbeth and 
Adrian Noble directing when 1 was 
here doing Romeo And Juliet. 

The whole thing came alive for me 
and 1 hankered to play Lady M, but 1 
thought the time had gone. Then 1 
was up in Manchester with director 
Polly Findlay and she asked if there 
was any role 1 had wanted to play 
and 1 said Lady M. 

About four months later she called 
and said: 'How do fancy playing 
Lady M opposite Christopher 
Eccleston next year? 1 just said yes 
right away. 1 didn't even need to 
take time to think about it. There 
was none of that. 

It's something that 1 feel privileged 
to have the opportunity to do. 
Christopher is a magnificent 
Macbeth and Polly is one of the top 
directors in the country. 


What is It like working again 
with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company? 

IT'S lovely. 1 love Stratford-upon- 
Avon. 1 did three seasons here and 
my husband Finbar did six seasons. 

My son Calam was born in 
Warwick Hospital as well so 
Warwickshire feels like another 
home. 1 love the countryside and 1 
love walking, but most of all 1 love 
Shakespeare and the opportunity to 
be here and to play Lady M is a 
dream come true. 

You come from an acting family. 
What is your first memory of the 
theatre? 

1 SAW my father (Cyril Cusack) in 
The Tempest at the Old Vic probably 
in the early 70s. 

John Gielgud played Prospero and 
my father played his brother. 1 have 
a vague memory of that. 1 don't 
really think 1 picked up on the 
language but The Tempest has a 
magic to it and it seemed magical 
to me.

The production that stands out in 
my mind though is Much Ado About 
Nothing with my sister Sinead and 
Derek Jacobi and Terry Hands 
directing. J just loved it. 1 loved the 
relationship between the two lead 
characters. 

It was gorgeous, an absolutely 
beautiful production, the music and 
everything. 

A digital clock counts down the 
action on stage in Macbeth. 

Does the production have a 
modern feel? 

THERE are no mobile phones or 
laptops, but there is a contemporary 
feel. It's a world were people can 
identify with the characters, but it's 
definitely a world were men have 
the power. Lady M is not in a 
position to promote herself, but she 
can promote her husband and, 
through that, have power. 

How do you prepare to play 
someone like Lady Macbeth? 

IT all begins with the language 
Shakespeare gives you pretty much 
actually. You are right in the 
language so quickly and that propels 
you and propels the audience 
through the story. 

Polly, Christopher and 1 agreed 
this couple are not completely bad 
people. They are damaged. They 
have lost a child and she's grieving 
for the child. 

They were supposed to be a 
couple with children and they find 
themselves a childless couple. It 
really motivates her. She feels she 
hasn't given her husband kids but 
she can give him power. 


Macbeth is going to be 
broadcast worldwide in cinemas. 
Are you looking forward to 
reaching such a wide audience? 

VERY often we see kids, the school 
trips and groups, coming and see 
the play and 1 always tell myself 
many will have not seen the play 
before. 

It's a responsibility, but very 
exciting if just one person in that 
group has the play illuminated for 
them and then goes on to write 
plays themselves, become actors or 
fall in love with the theatre. I'm 
passionate about the theatre and 1 
hope that is the effect we have. 

1 met someone in the street the 
other day and she said her daughter 
had seen me in Romeo And Juliet 
when she was about nine and she 
was now in her early 40s and still 
loved going to the theatre. 

You've appeared on TV and 
film in dramas Heartbeat, 

Lewis, The Hollow Crown and 
Testament Of Youth, but is there 
any Shakespeare role you'll still 
like to play? 

(LAUGHS) There are so many, but 
maybe Much Ado About Nothing, 1 
think if I'm playing Lady M maybe 
I'm not too old to play Beatrice after 
all. 

Volumnia in Coriolanus is a great 
part as well and 1 would not mind 
having a go at a part normally 
played by a man,

B y their own admission, 
Idles were pretty ropey 
when they first started 
back in 2012. But hard 
work and a conscious 
effort to lay off the booze a bit 
have seen them make giant 
strides. 

The Bristol quintet’s debut 
album, Brutalism, received 
critical acclaim after being 
released last year and added to 
their steadily-growing fanbase. 

Politically and soci^ly aware, 
and variously described as 
punk and post-punk. Idles 
aren’t afraid to add a bit of 
humour to the mix, and Essex 
fans get the chance to find out 
from themselves when they 
visit Chinnerys in Southend 
next week. 

“When we started out I just 
wanted to make music and 
work hard and see how it 
went,” said singer Joe Talbot as 
we discussed the band’s 
beginnings and where they 
could find themselves. 

“We set ourselves realistic 
goals and work hard at 
achieving them. There’s no end 
product, we just want to keep 
on working hard and doing 
that.” 

With its fiery feel and stark, 
honest lyrics, Brutalism was 
described as “sheer bleak 
beauty” by Louder Than War 
and is testimony to that work 
ethic. 

“You’re looking at five people 


trying to understand each 
other and work together as a 
unit,” explained Joe. 

“When we first started we 
were ****ing terrible. We were 
drinking all the time, and other 
stuff, but now we are a unified 
band and we’ve learnt how to 
work together.” 

They’ve also managed to 
create a distinctive sound 
that’s far from being ****ing 
terrible - exciting, volatile and 
uncompromising, it’s got the 
ingredients that a lot of punk 
bands these days seem to be 
lacking. 

Is it punk though? Or post¬ 
punk? 

“I’d just call it Idles,” insists

Joe. “But of you want to find 
somewhere to categorise it. I’d 
put it somewhere between 
punk and post-punk. It’s 
happy, angry, violent music, 
that’s full of passion and 
compassion.” 

Despite the band’s no- 
nonsense approach to politics 
and society, it’s not all doom 
and gloom with Idles. 

Their clever lyrics make good 
use of humour. 

For instance, November 
2016’s Well Done, which 
reached No 1 on Spotify’s viral 
charts, which has Mary Berry 
and a fictional toff called 
Tarquin down as reggae fans 
while making a deadly serious

point about the class divide. 

Humour is a big part of my 
life,” says Joe, “I like to make 
my friends laugh, 

“Comedians like Chris 
Morris, Armando lannucci and 
Stewart Lee are some of the 
greatest spokespeople of our 
generation. They’re far more 
relevant than anyone who 
works on The Sun.” 

With Brutalism gaining rave 
reviews. Idles have now 
finished work on their second 
album, which will be out later 
this year. 

The tour starts this weekend 
and Joe explained: “It’s fiat-out 
at the moment but not with 
rehearsing - I’m working 12 
hours a day on the artwork for 
the album. I don’t have to but I 
want to. 

“We’ve just come back from 
a tour of America where we’ve 
been playing every night so our 
set is airtight.” 

Tickets have been selling well 
for the Southend date and 
Chinnerys certainly sees the 
ideal venue to see them in. 

“If I had to choose where to 
play, it would be a small 
venue,” said Joe. “You can see 
the whites of the audience’s 
eyes. I see music as a dialogue 
and you can interact more in a 
smaller venue.”

THERE IS A WHOLE DIFFERENT PACE TO FOLLOW WHEN IT 
COMES TO FOOD FROM VENICE, AS ELLA WALKER DISCOVERS 


H ome cooking is king for 
Russell Norman. "The 
best restaurants in the 
world come second to 
the most humble homes 
in the world," says the 51-year- 
old restaurateur. "It really is that 
dramatic a feeling for me." 

The food writer and 
businessman, known for his 
Polpo restaurants, which serve 
Venetian small plates, has paired 
his love of home cooking with his 
adoration for Venice in a new 
cookbook, Venice; Four Seasons 
Of Home Cooking. 

It saw him spend 14 months 
living in the blue-collar district of 
Giardini, Castello - with an idea 
to write a recipe collection "live, 
in real time," inspired by 
Venetian home cooks. 

Had he not moved there, 
Russell believes he'd have missed 
"the excitement the whole 
neighbourhood felt" when the 
changing of seasons affected 
what was being put on the table. 

For instance, he'd never have 
experienced the mad-dash made 
by local fishermen when the 
temperature in Venice's lagoon 
changed "just enough for the 
local crabs (moechi) to shed 
their summer shells'! They're soft 
for fewer than 24 hours; a very 
short window in which to harvest 
them for their sweet, expensive 


flesh, before their shells crust 
over and harden. 

Venice's food culture is 
endlessly alluring, the west- 
Londoner says, particularly 
considering its geographic and 
topographic diversity. It's 
incredible how self-sufficient 
and well-fed the city is. 

"It's preposterous when you 
think about it, a city built in the 
sea, but they've made it work," 
says Russell. 

Despite his shared joy of 
Venetian produce, slipping into 
his new neighbourhood took a 
bit of work. 

"It's difficult for mainland 
Italians to feel welcomed, so you 
can imagine an Englishman 
whose Italian is quite shaky 
anyway, living amongst people 
that have been in that 
neighbourhood for generations," 
Russell reveals wryly. 

"All of a sudden, there's a guy 
who doesn't just come and go 
like a tourist would, who's 
persistent and asks questions." 


B it took a

He admits he became "a bit of 
a stalker" to some of his 
neighbours, "in the most benign 
way'! becoming fascinated with 
where and what they were 
shopping for and asking what 
they were planning to do with 
the produce they picked up. 

"Once they saw I was 
interested in their food 
and culture, their 
heritage and family 
recipes, they opened 
up completely. 

Although it took a 
while," he adds with a 
laugh, "but eventually 
I got tolerated." 

Russell, who first 
visited Venice as a 
teenager, had to think 
again about using his 
own professional 
kitchen kit though. 

"They don't have 14 different 
chef knives," he says of the home 
cooks he encountered. "They 
have a single serrated plastic 
handled knife they probably 
bought 10 years ago from the 
supermarket for a couple of 
euros - and they're still using it." 

That's not to say he didn't start 
his Venetian stint with a separate 
suitcase full of sharpened chef 
knives. "I realised it was wrong, I 
wanted to do things in the same 
way as my neighbours, so I

bought my two-euro knife," he 
says with a laugh. "It's really 
good, it cuts everything - it took 
a bit of getting used to; I'm used 
to chopping an onion very 
quickly. You've got to slow down 
and do it like an 85-year-old 
woman would - but I found my 
inner 85-year-old woman, and 
she enjoyed it." 

Now back from Italy, 
he's embarking on a 
move to Kent, where he 
has a "wreck" of a 
550-year-old 
farmhouse to wrangle 
into shape. 

"I've got this fantasy 
of continuing to work in 
London, but to live in a 
rural setting with a 
kitchen garden, maybe 
some chickens or some 
India runner ducks, and my own 
leeks, courgettes, corn and 
radicchio," he muses. 

It's a fantasy sure to be 
realised. After all, he achieved all 
his dreams in Venice: "I had this 
image of sitting on a balcony 
with a chair, a table and a bowl, 
shelling a big bag of peas - and I 
managed it."

A FEW months ago I started to 
talk to people about wine "in 
person" not via the written word. 

I love speaking to people face 
to face, it's great, though when I 
write in the privacy of this room I 
don't have to brush my hair or 
change out of the wine-stained 
T-shirt. I'm asked questions from 
time to time, so I'm sharing three 
common ones with you. 

■ When you see tears on the 
side of a glass is it a sign of 
quality? The short answer is no. 
But first, what do I mean by the 
word "tears"? (It's not a sign of 
despondency because the glass 
is empty.) When you swirl wine 
you might find that it clings to 
the inside of the glass in droplets. 

These tears (also called "legs") 
are caused by a complicated 
interaction of water, alcohol and 


RAISE M 

air. It doesn't indicate that a wine 
is of good quality (although it 
might be) but rather that the 
wine is high in alcohol. 

■ What is the difference 
between a vintage and a 
non-vintage? A VINTAGE wine is 
representative of the year in 
which the grapes were grown and 
how they were affected by 
environmental factors such as 
sun, wind, hail and rain. 

A vintage wine doesn't always 
taste better than a non-vintage 
wine which is created from a 
blend of reserve wines across 


several vintages. 

Many wine producers create 
"signature style" non-vintage 
wines every year. 

They blend reserve wines to 
create one overall wine which 
best represents the flavours you 
and I come to expect when we 
buy that particular brand. 

That allows for consistency - 
whereas a vintage wine can be 
different from year to year. 

■ If a wine bottle has a big 
glass dent in the bottom does it 
mean it is a great wine? That 
dent is called the "punt" and not 
all wine bottles have it but many 
of them do. 

It is a throwback to when 
bottles were handblown and the | 
glassbiower would create the 
indentation for stability. 

Mechanised procedures mean 


that those dents aren't as crucial 
as they used to be. Some wine 
producers choose not to use 
bottles with punts mainly 
because of the extra production 
cost. However, a punt on a 
sparkling wine bottle does allow 
for better distribution of the 
pressure inside. 

There. I like sharing wine facts. 

Meantime... here are a couple 
, of wines off the beaten track. 

Westwell Ortega Classic 
I Ferment 2015 (£75 for a 
\ case of six, westwellwines. 
^com, 11.5% abv) is an English 
i white wine so very pale and 
I delicate. The ortega grape - a 
native of Germany - delivers 
lemon hints and aromas of 
gooseberry, grapefruit and 
peach with just the slightest 


breeze of elderflower. The acidity 
is good, giving those same fruit 
notes a refreshing lift. 

Nepenthe Altitude Pinot Noir 
2015 (RRP £12.99, 
Amazon,14% abv) is a 
wonderfully light-bodied red, ] 
hailing from the cool 
climate of the Adelaide 
Hills in the south of 
Australia. Some of the 
wine is aged in French oak 
of various ages for 10 
months which adds spicy 
notes to an otherwise 
fresh aroma of 
strawberries, red fruits and 
bilberries. There's a surprise of 
lavender too.

ORANGE SALAD 


(SERVES 4) 


"This is in 

contrast to the fennel 
found on supermarket 
shelves, which tend to be 
neatly trimmed and polite,” 
explains Russell. 

"I prefer the unruly 
version because the herby 
extensions come in very 
handy for recipes like this 
one. Raw fennel is such a 
great ingredient, 
particularly when sliced 
very thinly; the intense 
liguorice flavour can 
sometimes take you by 
surprise.” 

INGREDIENTS 

1 fennel bulb 

2 navel oranges (or blood oranges 
in spring) 

1 small red onion, peeled 


A large handful of good black 
olives 

Extra virgin olive oil 
Flaky sea salt 

A small handful of mint leaves 

METHOD 

1. Cut the fennel in half 
lengthways and remove and 
discard the core. Cut off a few 
of the feathery fronds and set 
them aside. Using a 
mandoline or an extremely 
sharp knife, slice the fennel 
very thinly indeed. 

2. Peel the oranges and 
separate the segments. Set 
two segments aside. Use a 
sharp, serrated knife to 
remove the pith and the 
membrane from the others. 

3. Slice the onion as thinly as 


possible and remove the 
stones from the olives by 
squeezing them between 
thumb and index finger - it 
doesn't matter if they get 
squashed in the process. 

4. Put the orange, fennel, 
onion and olives into a very 
large mixing bowl and add a 
generous glug of olive oil and 
a good crunch of sea salt 
flakes. 

5. Sacrifice the two reserved 
segments by squeezing their 
juice into the bowl and 
discarding them. 

6. Turn once or twice, add 
the mint leaves, turn once 
more, and divide equally 
between four pretty plates, 
garnishing each with the 
reserved fronds. 


"SO OFTEN, domestic 
Italian recipes call for stale 
bread, usually chopped or 
torn into small chunks and 
sometimes soaked in milk. 

"It is this frugal, sensible 
approach to household 
management that 
characterises the cooking I 
love and certainly informs 
the choices of home cooks 
in Venice; always with one 
eye on the purse strings,” 
says Russell. "Ribollita is a 
great example of a hearty 
dish that, despite its 
humble, inexpensive 
ingredients, does not 
compromise on flavour. The 
addition of the bread 
creates a texture that I find 
deeply comforting, too.” 

INGREDIENTS: 

300g dried cannellini beans 
2 bay leaves 
Extra virgin olive oil 
1 large onion, finely diced 
1 large carrot, finely diced 
1 large celery stalk, finely diced 
1 clove of garlic, finely chopped 
Flaky sea salt 
Itsp fennel seeds, crushed 
A small handful of thyme leaves 
Freshly ground black pepper 
1X 400g tin of chopped tomatoes 



Vi a loaf of stale bread, crustless, 
torn into small chunks 
1 whole cavolo nero, roughly 
shredded 

METHOD: 

1. Soak the beans overnight 
in a large bowl with a bay leaf 
and plenty of cold water. 

Next day, drain the beans, 
transfer to a large pan, and 
cover well with fresh cold 
water. Bring to the boil, then 
reduce to a simmer for 30 
minutes, until soft. Remove 
scum as it comes to the 
surface. Retain two large 
cups of cooking water, drain 
the beans and set aside. 

2. In a large, heavy-based 
saucepan, heat a good glug 
or two of olive oil and gently 
saute the onion, carrot. 


celery and garlic until soft 
and glossy (ISmins). Add a 
pinch or two of salt, crushed 
fennel seeds, thyme and a 
twist of black pepper. 

3. Add the tomatoes, cooked 
beans, one cup of cooking 
water and a bay leaf, and stir 
over a medium heat for 30-45 
minutes. Halfway through, 
submerge chunks of stale 
bread and add the cavolo 
nero. You may need the 
second cup of cooking water. 

4. V\/hen done, your soup will 
improve vastly if you leave it 
overnight in the fridge and 
reheat it the next day 
(ribollito means 're-boiled'). 

5. Either way, remove the 
bay leaves and finish each 
bowl with a twist of pepper 
and a drizzle of olive oil.

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F orget boxing or weights, 
anyone who's ever sweated 
their way through a spin class 
will know they're one of the 
most exhilarating and 
endorphin-pumping experiences you 
can have at the gym. 

This challenging workout format, 
which originated in New York and 
first became popular in the Nineties, 
uses a stationery bike with various 
resistance levels to challenge the 
rider's speed and endurance - often 
accompanied by pumping music, 
flashing lights and an enthusiastic 
instructor setting the pace. 

As well as building muscle and 
increasing cardio capacity, spin is a 
great way to shed fat; you can burn 
anywhere from 400-600 plus calories 
depending on the intensity and 
length of a class. 

If you're new to the spin world, it 
can seem a little intimidating at first. 

But you really don't have to be a 
pro-cyclist to give it a go and reap the 
benefits. 

Here, Dan Little, head of fitness at 
boutique spinning studio Digme, 
shares his top tips for surviving - and 
nailing - your first spin class... 

1 GET YOUR BIKE 
SET UP CORRECTLY 

TURNING up to the spin ^ 
class can feel like the 
first day of secondary 
school; you'll probably 
spot a couple of regulars 
who know exactly what 
they're doing, while 
you're scratching your 
head at the back. 

It's worth arriving 10 
minutes early so you can 
get your bike set up 
correctly, to make sure you're 
comfortable in the saddle and that 
you're not going to be pedalling 
towards injuries. If you're not sure, 
just ask the instructor to help. 

Dan says: "Modern spin bikes are 
very easy to adjust, and the most 
important bit to get right is the height 
of the saddle. Stand next to the bike 


WORKOUT THAT IS SURE 
TO HAVE YOU IN A SPIN

and feel on one side of your body for 
the top of your hip bone - the saddle 
should be about level with it. 

"When you sit on the saddle, it 
should feel comfortable and your 
legs should have a slight bend in the 
knee at the bottom of the pedal 
stroke. If you have to lock out your 
knees, the seat is probably a bit too 
high." 

Once the seat is in place, adjust the 
handlebars, ensuring they're 
not too close that your 
knees are rotating into 
them, and not so far 
away that you're 
over-reaching. 

2 GET TO GRIPS WITH 
CYCLING SHOES 

A LOT of spin studios 
provide clip-in cleats; 
shoes with protrusions on 
the sole that attach to the 
pedals (but check 
beforehand whether this 
is the case - it's usually totally fine to 
wear regular trainers). 

These may seem scary if you 
haven't used them before, but they 
are very simple to use. 

The trick is to slot in the front part 
of the cleat, then push down hard 
until you hear a pronounced click. 

To un-clip, simply push your 


heels out firmly to the side. 

As you are on a static bike, there's 
also no danger of you getting stuck 
and falling off, as you might do on a 
road bike. 

Dan says: "Being clipped in means 
you have a more efficient pedal 
stroke as you can pull up as well as 
push down. Your hamstrings and 
glutes therefore work harder than if 
you were cycling in trainers - trust 
me, this is a good thing!” 

3 HYDRATE PROPERLY 

DAN advises making sure you 
take a bottle of water to the class with 
you. Even with air-con and fans, a 
spin class gets very sweaty, so you'll 
definitely want to have a drink handy. 

4 GIVE YOURSELF A BREAK 

USE the instructor's guidance on 
gear range and speed as a rough idea 
of how you should be performing. If 
you can't keep up, don't get 
disheartened. 

"Everyone is a beginner at some 
point, and there's no shame in not 
being able to match people in the 
room who are experienced riders,” 
says Dan. "Instructors are trained to 
cater for different levels of fitness, but 
even if that's too much, you can ease 
off a bit. If you need a break, take

5 DON'T DEATH-GRIP 
THE HANDLEBARS 

IT'S natural to feel like 
you need to hold on 
tightly when you're going 
hell for leather, but this could 
lead to injuries. 

Keep your shoulders 
relaxed and focus on transferring 
power from your legs to the pedals to 
maximise your ride, advises Dan, 
and keep your grip loose so you can 
take the pressure off your wrists and 
elbows. 

6 INVEST IN SOME PADDED SHORTS 

SPECIALIST cycling shorts are 
not essential, but a little bit of light

padding on the bum area 
won't go amiss, especially 
if you're not used to 
sitting on a saddle. 

You don't need to 
spend a fortune, but if 
you would prefer to 
wait until you have 
completed a session or 
two, you will be 
completely fine to take a 
class in a normal pair of 
leggings or shorts. 

7 DON'T BLOW OUT IN THE 
FIRST 10 MINUTES 

AS WITH any cardiovascular 
exercise, it's important to learn to 
pace yourself so you can endure a 
45-minute class. 

Dan says: "It's really important to 
ease into the session with a warm-up 
of about five minutes, which 
prepares you for the session ahead. 

"Don't be tempted to go off like a 
rocket - you will probably regret it 
and it will make the experience a lot 
less enjoyable if you are hanging on 
for the last 20 minutes.” 

0 ENJOY IT! 

SPIN classes are designed to be 
fun, so smile, enjoy the music, and 
get ready for the endorphin rush at 
the finish line.

E verybody wants their 

make-up to look perfect all 
day, right?

WHAT'S IT LIKE TO USE? 

LANCOME'S new Advanced 
Genifique Hydrogel Melting 
Sheet Mask (£16.50 each, 
lancome.co.uk) is a sheet mask, so 
applying it means pressing the 
mask in position on your face. 

The gel bit comes sandwiched 
between two pieces of film. 

I follow the instructions to 
remove the transparent film first, 
then press the mask onto my face 
before removing the white mesh. 

I have to keep pressing down the 
corners for a minute or two to get 
it to stay in place, but once 
properly on, it stays put. 

HOW DOES IT FEEL ON? 

ACTUALLY quite lovely - slightly 
cooling, but in 
a very gentle 
refreshing 
way, and 
super soft. 

You have 
three options 
for how long 
you leave the mask on for: 

10 minutes for a speedy skin-pep 
before applying make-up, or 20 or 
30 minutes for a more intensive 
treatment. I pop it on while in the 
tub for 20 minutes before bed. 

When you are done, you peel off 
the mask and discard. By now, it 
will have 'melted' a little, and you'll 
be left with some gel residue on 
your skin (this is meant to 
happen). 

As instructed, I massage this in 
before heading to bed. My face still 
feels a bit wet to the touch but the 
residue isn't at all sticky. 

THE VERDICT 

AS IT happens, I don't sleep too 
well, so get up annoyed that my 
broken slumber might have 
scuppered my chances of waking 
up looking super fresh-faced.

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GO FOR STURDY STONE 

If you protect wooden furniture over the winter, it should stand 
up to harsh conditions, but, for something more low-mainte¬ 
nance, consider stone instead. This bench, for example, is sturdy 
and durable enough to stand up to snow and frost. The owners 
have positioned it in a sheltered area at the side of a path 
surrounded by plants and hedges. 

Of course, we're not all lucky enough to have a large garden 
like this one, but this idea can easily be adapted for a small 
garden.

A re you stuck in a 

colour rut - because 
you're not brave 
enough to plunge 
into the dazzling 
array of new shades 
that could trans¬ 
form your home?

"What 1 
really love is that this concept is 
actually very instinctive. It gets us out 
of our heads and back in touch with 
our gut, so we can make more 
emotional and bolder design choices, 
which I'm all for!" 

WHERE TO START 

"Decide which season's colour 
palette - spring, summer, autumn or 
winter - most appeals to you. You 
may like another palette as well, 
which is quite common. I'm a spring 
personality in the main, but 1 also 
like the strong shades of the autumn 
look. In terms of design, you can mix 
any two together successfully," says 
Sophie. "Once you've identified 
which season you are, or the season 
you want your room to feel like, the 
choices you make in terms of colour 
palette, fabrics, accessories and 
furniture flows much more easily."

AT A GLANCE 


hy change an outright winning 
formula? That’s the question 
Ford’s Mustang backroom team 
asked themselves when thinking 
about updating their super fast 
sports car which first appeared here in right- 
hand-drive a couple of years ago and has 
seen more than 33,000 sold both here and 
across mainland Europe. 

The answer was quite simple which was 
not to basically change it but make some 
subtle changes with a few tweaks here and 
there to further enhance its appeal to sports 
car drivers - and this philosophy has 
worked. There’s still two normally aspirated 
petrol engines on offer - a 2.3-litre Ecoboost 
and a 5.0-litre which has now been boosted 
by 30bhp to offer 444bhp to offer improved 


performance and which will be the best 
seller. 

Technically the most notable and welcome 
change is with a new 10-speed automatic 
gearbox, developed jointly with GM, that 
replaces the previous rather performance- 
wise sluggish six-speed automatic gearbox. 

Key here is that the automatic gearbox 
ratios change faster and much smoother 
than the old unit which means that the 
driver can see it automatically dropping 
down from 10th to third or fourth gear when 
wanting a quicker acceleration and likewise 
going back up the gears the shift will go 
direct, say from fourth to seventh gear, 
missing out the ones in between - all in the 
name of being quicker away. 

The reality is that this new system works 
perfectly and now gives the Mustang 
excellent sports performance and once out 
on the open road it’s even more fun to drive 
and a genuine sports cruiser at speed. 

Official performance figures are right on 
the nail too with the five-litre V8 skipping 
from 0 to 62mph in just over four seconds 
with the driver also using the paddles 
mounted on the steering wheel for manual 
gear changes which itself is now far more 
smooth and quicker. 

With such improved throttle response 
drivers will still enjoy that now famous 
bellow like exhaust sound when accelerating 


hard - a real muscular noise - but which 
drivers too can manually adjust to calm 
down and not upset their neighbours on a 
Sunday morning lie in when driving away 
from home. 

There are six different driving modes for 
the driver to choose from starting with 
normal followed by sport, race track setting, 
one for overcoming snow and wet road 
conditions, drag strip driving and finally My 
Mode which allows the driver to initially 
select their own preferred settings for 
performance, driving dynamics and exhaust 
sound and automatically comes into play 
when that button is pushed. 

Shock absorbers have been retuned too to 
give the car all round improved stability and 
amongst the new standard driving aids are 
autonomous emergency braking, pedestrian 
detection and lane departure warning - all 
part of Ford’s efforts to gain higher NCAP 5 
star rating which its predecessor didn’t not 
have - so this time around it’s not only 
faster but makes this rear-wheel-drive car 
much safer to drive. 

In terms of outside looks this new 
Mustang sees some small, subtle changes 
with a slightly sharper look at the front and 
it has all round LED lights. 

Drivers should also opt for the £1,500 new 
MagnerRide adjustable suspension available 
which certainly helps to improve the overall 


ride and handling of the car without 
deterring anything from its basic high 
performance ability out on the open road. 

The cabin has been tweaked too - the 
driver can choose from 27 different 
dashboard readout colours on speed, revs 
etc., - and the impressive and so easy to use 
12-inch digital display complete with SYNC3 
infotainment system has again subtly 
improved matters for driver information. 

The Recaro seats again give excellent all 
round lumbar support and whilst there are 
two rear seats it remains officially a 2-i-2 as 
they say with only real room in the back for 
younger siblings to sit in any comfort. 

Available again as either a hard or soft top 
and with two engines on tap the choice is 
down to the driver with obviously the more 
conservative buyer opting for the 2.3-litre at 
£35,995 but for the real performance 
connoisseur it has to be the 5.0-litre driven 
here which comes in at £46,595 with extras 
on board. 

This latter version though is more than a 
better buy compared to some German-made 
rivals and it has that distinctive Mustang 
badging and traditional looks - this is the 
sixth generation Mustang and it’s without 
doubt the most exciting sports car to ever 
come out of the Ford stable. 

Five-litre buyers certainly won’t be 
disappointed in anyway shape or form.

E njoying time in log 
cabins off the beaten 
track is a way of life 
for a lot of people in 
Sweden. 

And the appeal is so strong 
most of them don’t let a bit 
of snow - or even a lot of 
snow - put them off. 

Which is probably as well 
really because 20 years ago 
Swedish car maker Volvo 
introduced its first Cross 
Country model to enable 
those hardy enthusiasts to 
get to their holiday homes 
without having to worry 
about the weather. 

Now two decades and 
several Cross Country 
variations later that heritage 
has enabled Volvo to 
produce its latest and best 
off-road-capable estates in 
the form of the V90 Cross 
Country. 

The Cross Country model 
is the more rugged version of 
the standard V90 estate and 
because it’s designed to be 


able to tackle off-road work 
has 65mm more ground 
clearance than the regular 
model and is distinguished 
by its lower sill and door 
mouldings, its wheel arch 
mouldings, silver front and 
rear skid plates and larger 
door mirrors. 

Unlike on earlier models, 
however, Volvo has chosen 


to make this one a less 
obvious 4x4 and even the 
Cross Country name 
emblazoned on the rear 
bumper has body coloured 
lettering so you have to look 
closely to spot it. 

This a car for people who 
need a 4x4 but don’t 
necessarily want to be seen 
in something with the bulk 


of a Range Rover or 
Mitsubishi Shogun. 

Nevertheless the V90 is a 
big car, offering limousine¬ 
like legroom to all five 
passengers and a generous 
luggage area of some 1,526 
litres beneath a power 
operated tailgate. 

The executive-like interior 
is a nice blend of modern 


Swedish styling and quality 
materials with leather faced 
upholstery and tailored 
instrument panels and door 
tops in saddle stitched 
leather. 

The 2.0-fitre, 235bhp diesel 
engine makes light work of 
pulling this big estate and 
the interior is remarkably 
quiet even on full power, 
helped in part by double 
glazed side windows (a £750 
optional extra). 

The eight-speed automatic 
gearbox is seamless and 
refined and drivers have a 
choice of varying the ride 
and performance from eco 
to comfort and dynamic. 

And while the Cross 
Country has permanent 
four-wheel-drive the fourth 
option is an off-road setting 
for when the going gets 
really tough. There’s also hill 
descent system to ensure the 
vehicle can descend steep 
gradient under perfect 
control. 


Because of the car’s long 
bonnet it can be difficult to 
see what you are about to 
encounter as you reach the 
top of a steep off-road 
gradient but Volvo has 
thought of this, and you can 
use the on-board camera to 
see everything ahead of you 
on the nine-inch centre 
console touch screen as you 
approach the top of the hill. 

And a rear view camera for 
reversing makes light work of 
parking a car which is more 
than 16 feet long. 

Like all Volvos it’s packed 
with high tech safety features 
as well as one of the best 
voice control systems in the 
business so you can simply 
tell the car what you want - 
like increasing the 
temperature or changing the 
radio station - without 
having to take your eyes off 
the road. 

It will even book itself in 
for a service when it reaches 
the appropriate mileage.

I am fortunate to be 
familiar with Bentley 
cars, having driven quite 
a few over the years. 
Generally my 

recollections of the driving 
experience on each occasion 
behind the wheel are fond 
ones - the delight of driving 
such sublime pieces of 
British engineering 
excellence combined with 
outstanding craftsmanship 
live long in the memory. 

However I also have 
memories, which I’m sure 
are not exaggerated over 
time, of being sure I can 
actually see the fuel gauge 
move, if and when the 
vehicle is being driven 
particularly enthusiastically. 

Of course if you are a 
Bentley owner it’s unlikely 
you are going to baulk at 
regular and hefty fuel bills - 
it pretty much goes with the 
territory. 

But now there is a Bentley 
capable of travelling more 


than 600 miles on a single 
tank of fuel. 

The reason for such 
extraordinary fuel efficiency 
in a marque not renowned 
for it is that this particular 
Bentley is a diesel. 

Yes, you heard it right - a 
diesel. 

The Bentayga Diesel is 
Bentley’s first ever diesel car 
and quite an extraordinary 
beast it is too. 

Of course it makes sense in 
so many ways to have a 
diesel version of Bentley’s 
first SUV - the Bentayga. 

Given everyone wants to 
get in on the SUV act, 
including the likes of Rolls 
Royce, Lamborghini and 
Maserati, I guess it’s a 
natural enough thing - 
though no doubt some 
purists might consider it 
sacrilege. 

It’s still early days for the 
Bentayga but I genuinely 
believe it will prove a highly 
successful model for the 


brand, in the same way the 
Cayenne did for Porsche. 

Of course it’s hard to make 
an SUV look like a Bentley in 
the traditional sense but the 
Bentayga has enough 
familiar trademarks to carry 
it off. 

Overall it is nicely sculpted 
from a design perspective 
and its imposing front end 
shouts Bentley from the 
rooftops. The rear has just a 
hint of coupe styling but 
enough to set it apart from 
most SUVs. 

On the inside the Bentayga 
really is 100 per cent Bentley. 
Traditionally styled 
instrumentation with 
modern functionality, 
beautifully crafted wood 
inlays and splendidly 
sculpted leather seats 
combine to create an 
environment that is very 
much a country club on 
wheels. 

Passengers in the rear are 
comfortably catered for too. 


If you want to transport 
them luxuriously then it’s 
probably best suited to two 
passengers, though there are 
three seats which adds to the 
Bentayga’s practicality. 

Rear seat passengers can 
also enjoy the Bentley 
Entertainment Tablet - a 
removable 10.2-inch Android 
device with 4G, Wi-Fi and 
Bluetooth. 

So, what of that diesel 
engine which really is a 
ground-breaker for Bentley. 

It’s a triple-charged, 4.0- 
litre, 32-valve V8 engine 
developing 429bhp. 

There’s no disputing it’s 
one hell of a performer, with 
a top speed of 168mph. 

Acceleration is blistering 
too and it will take you from 
0-60mph in just 4.6 seconds. 

Crucially it both feels and 
sounds very un-diesel-like 
and delivers a deliciously 
throaty roar when you put 
your foot down. 

Impressively it is 


extraordinarily refined and 
well insulated too. From the 
driver’s seat there is little 
indication that you are in 
fact driving a diesel, 
particularly from a 
performance point of view. 

That’s hardly surprising, 
given the performance 
figures aren’t really all that 
different to the 608bhp WI2 
petrol model. 

The only huge difference is 
when it comes to fuel 
economy, with the diesel 
managing a combined figure 
of 35.8mpg while with the 
petrol it is just a paltry 
2I.6mpg. 

So, what’s the driving 
experience like? 

There’s no disputing the 
Bentayga is a big and heavy 
vehicle. Each time I drove on 
to and off my driveway I felt 
I needed to do so with 
precision and care - there 
was enough space but not a 
huge amount to spare 
between a wooden fence 


with concrete posts on one 
side and a brick wall on the 
other. 

Out and about though it 
has a nimbleness and agility 
that takes you by surprise. 
It’s hugely fun to drive and 
you soon get used to those 
dimensions. The steering 
offers plenty of feel and its 
lightness makes the car 
easily manoeuvrable. 

The ride is incredibly 
comfortable and you can 
adapt how the car feels and 
performs - and copes with a 
huge variety of terrains - 
through the multi-mode 
traction control. 

Of course the Bentayga 
isn’t cheap but if you’re 
comparing it to something 
like a Mulsanne then it’s 
around half the price of 
some versions. 

Overall the designers and 
engineers have done a 
decent job to deliver a very 
special SUV that is sure to 
top many people’s wish lists.

battle back to 


earn vital win 

Three points boosts chances of avoiding relegation

HARLOW Town did their chances 
of surviving the drop a power of 
good as they recovered from a one 
goal half-time deficit and having a 
man sent off to emerge victorious 
at home to Thurrock. 

The visitors have since 
announced their intention to 
resign from the league, so this 
could have been the final meeting 
between the two sides, with 
Hawks assistant boss Spencer 
Knight having previously said he 
would take no pleasure in their 
demise if it meant his team stayed 
in the Isthmian League Premier. 

Fabion Simms gave Harlow the 
lead in the tenth minute, before 
strikes in the 33rd and 43rd 
minutes from Ronnie Winn and 
Lewis Spence put Thurrock in the 
driving seat. 

A red card for Robbie Martin 
compounded Harlow’s woes, but 
they never threw in the towel. 

An impressive second half saw 
Christian Scales equalise directly 
from a corner, before Jared Small 
hit the winner with an emphatic 
strike to secureall three points 
and Harlow’s third straight home 
win. 

Chapman said: “I’m proud 
more than anything because 
going down to 10 men so early on 
was always going to be difficult, 
especially against a side like 
Thurrock who are going really 
well at the moment. 

“After we had the man sent off 
we sat back a little bit and allowed 
them to come back at us. 


“We said at half-time if we have 
a hard day we can have a tough 
day doing it our way and not be 
dictated to - and that’s exactly 
what they did. 

“We tried to hit them on the 
break and scored twice. 

“Now the players genuinely 
understand what’s needed to get 
us out of this position. We’ve had a 
lot of comings and goings this 
year but the group now is really 


happy to get a win.” 

Chapman had no qualms about 
Martin’s dismissal saying the 
decision was a correct one, but 
added the referee had a poor game 
generally. 

“There’s no doubt it was a red 
card, he’s late and high - but the 
ref should have blown up for an 
earlier challenge. 

“The ref’s not had his best day. 

“Robbie knows he’s made mis¬ 


take and the group have pulled 
together to help him get out of a 
hole, and that’s what the group 
and team are all about. 

“Jared’s pace is always going to 
cause problems - it was a great 
strike and a great way to win a 
game. 

“This is another massive move 
towards safety, but we can’t be 
complacent. 

“We can’t relax, we’ve got to go 
to Margate on Saturday and get a 
result.” 

The win sees Harlow consol¬ 
idate their 21st place, four points 
ahead of Lowestoft, nine points 
above the relegation spot - 
although they have played two 
games more than Burgess Hill. 

With ten minutes gone Matt 
Foy’s shot was parried by keeper 
Ben McNamara into the path of 
Simms, whose first effort proved 
weak. It was cleared, but only as 
far as Simms and he made no 
mistake with his second strike 

After Martin saw red, the vis¬ 
itors levelled through a firm 
strike from Sutton. 

Two minutes before the break 
Thurrock went ahead when 
Spence netted. 

With 57 minutes on the clock. 
Orient loanee Scales put in the 
corner with some serious swerve, 
and this caught out McNamara, 
who parried the shot into his own 
net. 

In the 73rd minute long clear¬ 
ance from Hughes found Small 
just outside the box, and from a 
tight angle he unleashed a sting¬ 
ing volley which landed in the top 
corner.

The 12-year-old, who attends 
the John Warner School in 
Hoddesdon, made the long trip to 
Sheffield to take part in the 
prestigious and high standard 
event, which has a specific 
section for those with special 
needs and visually impaired 
players. 

To gain priority qualification 
for the championships, which 
are heavily oversubscribed, a 
player must win either a gold or 
silver medal in the various 
regional qualifiers and 
ultimately be of a specific grade. 

Owen originally qualified and 
secured a place in the London 
regional heats back in November 


2017. 

Representing his school on 
this occasion, he competed in the 
Year 6/7 group U38 kg category. 

He won his first fight with 
ease, but in his second fight, 
despite scoring first, was unable 
to hang on to the lead for the 
duration of the three minute 
contest. 

His opponent scored two waza- 
ari’s within the last 50 seconds to 
win this fight. 

This now Owen had dropped 
down to the repecharge and had 
to fight for a bronze medal, 
which he won in great style, 
displaying brilliant judo 
techniques.
